1, Novelty 

The technical features of claims 1-6 are different from those of the device described in Dl- 
D5, Therefore, the subject matters of claims 1-6 are considered to be novel. (PCT Article 
33(2)) 

2, Inventive Step 

The cutting and crimping device, the syringe of claim 1 can be readily derived from the 
insertion apparatus(59) and the plug Ieg(63) in Dl, the ferrule of claim 1 is merely design 
changes which can be readily applied by a person skilled in the art, and there is no particular 
difference in the effect of the corresponding feature. Accordingly, claim 1 would have been 
obvious over Dl. Therefore, claim 1 lacks an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3). 

The technical features of the hammer head and the tip in claim 2 are not shown in D1-D5, and 
have a particular effect, Accordingly, claim 2 was not anticipated by the prior art, nor would 
have been obvious to a person skilled in the art. Therefore, claim 2 involves an inventive 
step under PCT Article 33(3), 

Claims 3-6 are directly or indirectly dependent on claim 2. Therefore, claims 3-6 are also 
considered to involve an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3).
